JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present French mail brings advices fron this port to the 
6th February ; the London mail of Dec. 8 arrived out Feb. 1, per 
Messageries Maritimes steamer Phase, and the following mail of 
Dec. 15 was due on the day this mail left. The following items 
of news are from the Japan Mail :— 


The report presented at the annual meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce, which was held on the 30th Jan., is of considerable 
interest. We find that the value of the imports of 1871 was 
$11,750,128, that of the previous year being $6,216,547 in excess. 
This decrease, which may or may not be advantageous to the 
country and to the foreign merchants, has been occasioned, in a 
very great measure, by the decreased demand for foreign grown 
grain. In the year 1870 it may be said that there was almost a 
famine in the land, and we observe that the value of the pulse 
then imported amounted to $9,843,917. In 1871 the value of im- 
ported food had decreased to 34,235,667, a fact which, however 
unsatisfactory it may be for merchants here, is unquestiovably of 
benefit to the country. This reduces the decrease in trade which 
may be considered as exercising, in a manner, a hurtful influence, 
to the sum of $1,980,820. This is comparatively but a small 
amount, and scarcely can be considered as of serious import to the 
welfare of the country. Turning to the exports, we fiud that 
trade has increased, and that the value of the export trade for 
1871 exceeds that for 1870 by $3,655,870, the respective values 
being :—1871, $16,798 256 ; 1870, $13,142,387. Now, if we take 
both exports and imports together, we arrive, by a very simple 
contrast of figures, at the result that an improvement in favour 
of Japan has taken place to the extent of nearly ten million 
dollars. 

The silk question, one of the most important matters that 
has been debated by the Chamber for a long time, is passed 
over with the observation that the report upon it, drawn up some 
time since, has been circulated. Wo learn nothing as to the ef- 
fect it has had; we are told nothing of the reception which it 
has met with among the officials in the silk-growing districts ; and 
though it may be very true that the members of the Chamber know 
all these matters, yet the public does not, and in publishing the 
report the Chamber lays itself open to the public. The revision 
of the treaties, too, is slurred over iu a desultory manner, which 
is further evidence of the haste and want of care with which the 
report has been prepared. Weare told that certain documents 
have been attached to the report, but the report has been pub- 
lished, and the documents have not. In addition, it would at 
least have been satisfactory to the meeting to hear what has been 
done with the address to the Ministers. 

At the meeting the reports and accounts were passed, and the 
following ofticers for 1872 were elected :—Chairman, Mr. Marshall ; 
Vice-Chairman, Mr. Wilkin—Mr. Hooper was first elected but de- 
clined; Committee, Messre. J. A. Fraser, Atkinson, Thomas, 
Melhuish, Johnson, Greeven, and Hooper; Auditors, Mr. Baker 
and Mr. Jackson. oon ; 

The Japanese Government has taken it in hand to examine 
all the claims of foreigners on the old territorial princes, with 
a view to their being paid up. During the last few years the 
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for loans, ships, or goods, against which they have given 4s 
security the seal of their han or province. The Govern- 
ment having deprived them of their old possessions, feels itself 
bound to see to the discharge of their just liabilities, and an off- 
cial notification has been issued, calling on all foreigners to send 
in an account of their demands before the 6th instant, after which 
date no claims will be recognised. Thi$ i8 a measure which will 
relidve the late nobles who borrowed did the foreignets who 
trusted them from the altogether false position they were placed 
in by the conversion of the territories into Imperial domains. 

The Govetniffent have established a daily post between Yedo 
and Nagasaki, charging very low rates of postage—for instance, 
about equal toa halfpenriy on a newspaper between Yedo and Kobe, 
and lid. between Nagasaki and Yedo; and for letters between 
Yedo and Kobe under half an ounce, one penny. To Nagasaki 
from Yedo or Yokohama, the rate is quintupled. The time 
occupied between Nagasaki and Yedo is about four days, the 
distance being same 500 or 600 miles. This ought to be a great 
boon, but already we hear of several of the mail runners being 
‘ attacked by highway robbers; in one or two instances with 
violence, 

A smart shock of earthquake was felt on Feb. 2. The vibra- 
tion of several buildings continued from forty-five to fifty-five 
seconds. 

A foot pore hunt has taken es the start being from the 
Camp, and Messrs. Sandwith and Wright, R.M., being the hares. 
The meet was fairly attended, and during the chase Messrs. 
Smythe, Hamilton, and Brent led alternately. As soon as the 
frost disappears and the banks are safe for jumping it is intended 
to have another paper hunt.

NAGASAKI. 
Advices are to the 3rd February; the P. and O. mail, with 


London dates to 1st Dec. arrived out Jan. 29. The following 
paragraphs are from the WVagasaki Express :— 


A fire has occurred in a dwelling-house situated on Sagaramatz 
Creek, which resulted in the total destruction of the building. 
The premises were owned by Mr. Constantine Chiappopulus, and 
were uninhabited, being in charge of a native watchman, who at 
the time of the fire was absent. Four engines were in attendance 
but were unable to render any service, owing to there being but 
little water in the creek. Beyond throwing a little water on the 
surrounding buildings to prevent them from catching fire, most 
of those who assembled to render assistance had to content them- 
selves by becoming spectators of the operations of the detachment 
of Russian sailors, who, accompanied by an officer, landed and 
confined the fire to the one building by pulling down the burn- 
ing pile. Another fire, which consumed four houses and an out- 
house, has occurred in the native town. 

A meeting of subscribers to the Episcopal Church was held on 
the 3lst Jan., when it was found that the Church Fund was to 
the good $21.87, and the Cemetery $53.67. An amount of $326 
was, however, due, on account of the church, to the creditors of 
Glover and Co. It was resolved to ask that this claim be 
waived, and to raise for the next year’s expenses of the church 
$300, part to be presented to the f pascletias officiating. 

We hear that it is the intention of some native capitalists to 
establish a brewery at Kurume. Hops are now grown in that 
locality : this, together with a plentiful supply of good water, is 
in favour of such an undertaking becoming successful. 

A well-known native commission merchant at this port has 
stopped payment. The chief cause of his suspension, we hear, is 
a@ loss of about 4,000 rios incurred by sheep speculation. 

The American schooner Spray and the British bark Serpent 
have both arrived during the week with live stock from Shanghai. 
The price of geese is now as low as thirty Mexican cents each. 

We learn from the subscription list that over $600 have been 
subscribed by this communiiy for the relief of those who lost their 
clothing and effects by the burning of the steamer Orphan. 


CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 

Dates extend to the 9th February; the English mail from 
London, Dec. 15, arrived out on the 3rd, and the following French 
mail of Dec. 22 on the 8th February. Weare indebted to the 
North China Herald for the following summary of the news :— 

A meeting was held on the 5th, for the purpose of forming a 
society to take charge of the meteorological instruments recently 
imported by the Council. The Rev. Mr. Butcher took the chair, 
and there were present about a dozen gentlemen interested in 
the auestion of meteorological observations. Considerable dis- 
cussion took place as to the advisability of having an indepen- 
oe rigged or uniting with the Asiatic Society, and it was ulti- 
mately dec 
with a distinct membership. It was arranged to distribute the 
instruments a8 follows, if practicable '—Regis., max., and min.

Of course, to make anything on a 
rise of a few taels per share involves the dealing in a large number 
of shares, which is all well enough when ‘’tis here we go up, up, 
up ;” but when the “ down, down, down,” comes, and that down 
is Tls. 40 in a month, the results are as described, and what many 
have foreseen and predicted. There is no room for such opera- 
tions in a limited market like this, and the sooner heads of firms 
make a decided stand against it the better for all concerned.

The‘result of Tseng Kwo-fan’s late tour of inspection—so far as 
military officers are concerned—is shown in an Imperial edict in 
the Peking Gazette of the 31st December, which runs as follows :— 
Cheng Yun-hsiang, colonel of the Wu-sung battalion, and 11 
others belonging to different regiments, are to be promoted when- 
ever vacancies occur, without regard to routine. Hwa Feng, 
lieut.-colonel of the Soochow and Sungkiang division,and two 
others are dismissed on account of old age and general infirmity, but 
not deprived of rank. Ting Jen-lin is degraded because of his 
ap ag weakness. Hsu Hsien-chuen, captain of the Kiang-yin 

attalion, is cashiered, but not deprived of rank, on account of his 

slowness and stupidity. Wang Wen, major of the Hung-hu bat- 
talion, aud ten others belonging to different battalions, are dis- 
missed on account of obstinacy, stupidity, laziness, or cupidity. 

The Mib-ho-loongs have ie their annual ball with as com- 
plete success as last year. The rooms were decorated with admir- 
able taste, and every possible arrangement was made for the com- 
fort of the guests ; the supper was excellent, and dancing was 
kept up with spirit till an early hour. Great curiosity was ex- 
cited by the figure of a dragon with a gorgeously dressed rider, 
which filled the end of the hall. The miner Wer. Be the interpreta- 
tion—the Chinese say that rain is the work of dragons, caused by 
their drawing water from the sea in the shape of water-spouts, 
and filling the clouds. Dragons are contined in the palaces of the 
King of the Seas, and are governed by the King’s third son—a 
prince of renowned strength and beauty, and who is alleged 
always to work wonders when he rides abroad on his dragon steed. 
The figure to which we refer was a representation of the Prince ; 
and found a fitting place among the emblems of a corps whose 
name is founded on the legend. And as the dragon without the 
ballroom typified the prowess of the Mih-ho-loongs in their 
capacity as “Fire Destroyers,” so a star of bayonets in the ball- 
room, with a prettily illuminated dragon in the centre, indicated 
the military side of their twofold character. 

A meeting of shareholders in the French Gas Compauy was 
held on the 2nd Feb. The accounts show a profit on the year's 
work of Tls. 4,201.62, making, with the balance brought forward 
from last year, Tls. 4,745.59 available for distribution. It was 
resolved to declare a dividend of 10 per cent., which would absorb 
Tls. 3,800, and to carry Tls. 945.59 to reserve. . 

The Postmaster-General notifies that newspapers to England, 
via Brindisi, will in future be charged six instead of eight cents, 
and that postage on newspapers to America or to other places, 
that may be sent in transit through England, will also be reduced 
two cents. 

We are on the eve of the Chinese New Year, and business is at 
a standstill in consequence. .The next week will be a virtual 
holiday. 

The Courter contains the following items :— 

A number of young Chinamen are, we hear, being drilled and in- 
structed in the use of Krupp’s rifled guns at the Arsenal, under 
Mr. Schnell, a gentleman formerly in the Prussian Corps of Artil- 
lery, who has been brought out for the Chinese authorities by the 
agents in China for Krupp’s Ordnance. On putting his pupils 
through their exercises before Tseng-kwo-fan, during his recent 
visit, Mr. Schnell was decorated by the Viceroy with a silver 
medal, in token of the satisfaction which the review afforded his 
Excellency. In a few months, this little corps, it is said, will 
proceed with their instructor to Tientsin, there to go through 
some target practice in the presence of Li Hung-chang, the Go- 
vernor-(zeneral of Chili. This looks not unlike preparing for 
some warmer work than mere parade drill; but we are afraid 
they would find a mighty difference between living and dead 
targets.

competent marine naval constructor, as also for a manager for the 
powder works to be shortly erected near the Lung-wha pagoda. 
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There is a trim little steamer on the stocks in Farnham and Com- 
pany’s building yard, intended to compete for a share of the tow- 
ing business of this port.

? , HONG KONG. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 15th February ; the 
P. and O. mail from London, Dec. 29, arrived out Feb.10. The 
following items of intelligence are froth the China Mail and 

Daily Press :-— ; . 

The chief event has been the opening of the new Chinese hos- 
pital on the 14th Feb. The Ohinese observed thé event with great 
ceremony, cohsistihg of a ceremonial sacrifice being offered to the 

@od of Shan Nuiig, one of the three mythical emperors who are 
said to have attained the great age of ten thousand years, and 
who is recognised as the discoverer of medicines. The committee, 
some seventy or eighty in number, assembled at the Kung Sho 
(Public Meeting Hall) adjoining the Hollywood-road Joss-house, 
all dressed in the mandarin eo8tume, some even with peacocks’ 
feathers attached to their buttons. A procession, accompanied by a 
band of Chinese music and a staff of paraphernalia bearers, such 
as is usual on occasions of festivities, and headed by a pair of 
large lanterns bearing an inscription, “‘ The formal opening of the 
Tung Wa Hospital,” paraded the streets of the Chinese section 
of the town and stopped in front of the Kung Sho, where it was 
joined by the committee, and the whole body afterwards proceeded 
up the road leading to the hospital. Among those who took part 
in the ceremony were Leong On, compradore to Messrs. Gibb, 
Livingston, and Co., and he being the chairman of the Committee, 
took the most prominent part in the ceremony, bearing three 
incense sticks, which he carried with him during the whole tour 
of the procession. Three guns announced the arrival of the pro- 
cession at the hospital, where the grand ceremony took place. 

In the afternoon Sir Richard MacDonnell, accompanied by the 
Hon. J. G. Austin, the Hon. C. C. Smith, the Governor’s private 
secretary, went to formally open the hospital. As the Governor 

and suite arrived, a salute of three guns was fired, and the band 
of Chinese musicians struck up an air. H.E. was received at the 
door by about thirty of the committee, who were all dressed in 
mandarin style, and formed into two rows ; as H.E. passed they 
bowed to him and he returned their compliment. Ng Chook, 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co.’s compradore, the oldest man 
of the committee, came forward and was presented to H.E., as was 
also Wong Shing, of the London Mission, who was introduced by 
the Hon. é. C. Smith. H.E. then went round the building accom- 
panied by Chun Kum, Kwok Acheong, and Wong Shing. Great 
satisfaction was expressed in regard to the ventilation of the build- 
ing. Having returned to the hall, H.E. addressed the committee, 
saying that it gave him extreme pleasure to have been able to be 
resent to open this hospital, and it} was a great satisfaction to 

im to have been permitted to eome back to finish the project 
which he had started. The departure of Sir Richard brought the 
proceedings to a conclusion. 

The following particulars have been published regarding the 

lose of the :—Captain Clarké reports that in pursuing 
his voyage from Honf Kong for Shanghai, he éntered the Haitan 
Straits, keeping the lead going as usual. All seemed to be going 
well, when the steamer suddenly struck on a rock not laid down 
in the charts, and began to fill so rapidly that he saw it necessary 
to beach her on a sandbank off Pass Island. The steamer was not 
long in this position when vast hordes of the native pirate fisher- 
men began to gather round, evidently with hostile intent, and 
the twelve-pounder guns of the steamer, as well us all available 
small arms, had to be called into requisition to keep them off. Most 
providentially the firing of the large guns had the effect of attract- 
ing the attention of the Ashuwelot, which was rae in the neigh- 
bourhood, and at once bore down with assistance. Captain Clarke, 
with all his crew ‘and passengers, took refuge on board of her. 
And not a moment too soon, for {an enemy more dangerous than 
the Chinese was imperceptibly, creeping up on the doomed 
steamer. In short, as the tide rose the Suwonada was lifted up 
from her resting-place on the bank and slipped down into ten 
fathoms, leaving only her masts above water. While the Ashuelot 
was intent on her friendly work, her rudder is said to have got 
entangled somehow, and was thus disabled. Some temporary 
substitute was, however, quickly rigged, and with it she suc- 
ceeded, we hear, in reaching Foochow, which is only some fifty or 
sixty miles from the scene of the wreck. The Swwonada was 
fully insured, and as she had little cargo on board the loss to un- 
i shippers will not be ,heavy. She was on her 10lst trip 
between the two ports. 

The long-cherished project of the Chinese Government to send 
youths to foreign countries to study has come toa head at last. 
An office for the selection and collection of boys has been estab- 
lished at Shanghai, and we understand that one or two deputies 
will visit Hong Kong shortly for the purpose of selecting boys. 
An official, who will with others accompany the pupils to Ame- 
rica, was in the colony a few days ago,on his way to visit his 
native place prior to fearing China. He stated that the money 
allowed: for each boy would be, on an average, about Tis. 400 a 
year, that is, we presume, Tls. 6,000 will be allowed for the 
fifteen years he will stay in America. The total number of boys 
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is fixed at 120, to be sent away in four batches of 30 each. At 
present we learn that three only have (been selected, owing, no 
doubt, to the reluctance which chinese parents have to part with 
their children. 

The following appears in the Gaztte:—Edmund Sharp, Esq., 
Crown Solicitor of the Colony of Hong Kong, having been granted 
six months’ sick leave, his Excellency the Governor has been 
poe to appoint William W. Toller, Esq., to be Acting Crown 

olicitor, provisionally, and until further notice. 

A meeting of shareholders in the Hong Kong Distillery Com- 

any was held on the 10th Feb., when some changes were made 
in the directorate, and other business was transacted. The com- 
pany appears to have done fairly so far, and strong hopes are 
entertained that even greater success will attend it in the future. 
We wish it all success, as a purely local industry. 

The Inspector-General of Customs, Mr. Hartt, purposés making 
another visit to Shanghai, and will, it is said, be in that port in 
April. Whether the great foreign Haikwan intends to extend 
his tour to all the Treaty and Customs-collecting ports, we have 
not learnt ; but there can be no question that there is aniple room 
for his reforming presence at more than one port. 

Inspector Grey, with the remainder of the police constables re- 
cruited from Edinburgh, has arrived in Holt’s steamer Glaucus. 
They are a fine, intelligent-looking body of men. 

The meeting of the shareholders in the Hong Kong Bank was 
to be held onthe 15th Feb. The directors’ report will appear in 
our next.

{ THH RECENT FLOODS. . 

The following account of the recent floods in Java, of which 
we lately received telegraphic reports, is from the Mew Batavia 
Handelsblad of Feb. 2 :— 

Batavia has lived to see a couple of fearful days. On the 25th 
January the floods reached a height unknown before within the 
recollection of the oldest inhabitant of the city. Everywhere the 
rivers overflowed their banks, flooded the roads, and laid houses 
under water. In some places the water stood frum three to four 
feet deep inside the houses, and large holes appeared on the rail- 
way, part of which had already been made unfit for traffic, which 
had hence to be stopped. The service on the tramway was kept 
up as long as possible, but at last that, too, became impracticable. 
Carts then became the means of transport generally used. ‘The 
natives made us see anew that they understand the law of sup- 
ply and demand, for exorbitant prices were asked for carriages 
and every means of transport, while the price of rice rose to f.8 
pet picul. A number of Kuropeans had to fly from their houses 
into those of friends and acquaintances, or into hotels. The 
cavalry had to leave the barrack at Rijswijk. Thousands of na- 
tives saw their dweliings overflowed and destroyed. 

The flood also laid under water the higher situated parts of the 
city ; many offices in the lower town were shut at twelve o'clock, 
and continued so during the next day. The Government turned 
the Willems Church and the coffee storehouses near the Boom 
into places of refuge. On several points also sheds were run up 
for the fugitives, to whom food and a little money were doled 
out. Several private persons also threw open their houses and 
compounds to the fugitives. The water went down on the 26th 
with greater rapidity than it had risen. We had a couple of days 
of fair weather, and this contributed much to the flowing away 
of the water. The damage suffered is very t. No human 
lives were lost, but Chinese and natives, above all, have lost much. 
The Resident has called upon the Europeans to apply fearlessly 
either to him or the Assistant Resident if they are iu want of help, 
and we are assured that they will obtain help without their 
feelings being hurt whenever possible. On the 27th Jan. the 
tramway resumed service, and on the 30th the railway also. 
Although the city is now for a great portion freed from water, the 
river at Tanahbang stauds very high, owing to netly fallen rain. 
It is to be hoped that we have seen the worst; but February is 
above all a month for floods. 

In the Tangerang, Kendal, and Demak districts, in Samarang, 
Krawang, Japara, and elsewhere, the rivers having also over- 
flowed their banks with great violence, many breaches have been 
made in the dykes, and fields and campongs have been laid under 
water. The steep slopes of the neighbouring mountains expose 
the city always to floods, and those who look after such matters 
seem powerless to provide drainage channels. Plans have been 
been framed but none carried out. The state of things now is 

loomier than ever. Thousands of natives are homeless, and the 

uropean population are collecting money for those needing help. 
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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
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SINGAPORE. . 

Our advices by this mail extend to Feb. 23; the French mail 

with London dates Jan. 19, arrived out Feb. 21. The following 
items of news are from the Singapore Daily Times :— 

The Criminal Session has closed. Two days—Feb. 19 and 20— 

were occupied with the trial of Oaptain Sachsze, of the British 

barque Burlington, charged with manslaughter 10 having caused 
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the death, by shooting, of anative seaman named Seedin, while at 
anchor off Paknam. The Chief Justice, insumming up, laid down 
the law very clearly, and toldthe jury that the master of a ship 
at sea might be obliged, in order to enforce order and discipline 
on board his vessel, upon which depended the safety of the ship 
and cargo, and the life of those on board, to take the life of one 
or more of the men when other means failed. But the jury would 
have in the present case to consider whether sufficient means had 
been tried before resorting to the extremity of shooting the de- 
ceased man Seedin, or whether the ship itself, or the lives of the 
- captain and the officers, were in such jeopardy as to justify that 
course. The jury failed to agree upon a verdict, and a second 
trial was ordered, but Captain Sachsze, after a new jury had been 
called, saved all further proceedings by pleading guilty ; where- 
upon he was sentenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment with 
hard labour. 

The Chairman of the Penang Chamber of Commerce has replied 
to the articles regarding his speech at the close of the annual 
meeting of that body, and the Penang press have freely taken up 
he cudgels in defence of the position he assumed, advocating the 
establishment there of a local Legislative Council, or an entirely 
independent administration of the affairs of that Settlement. 
The arguments that have so far been urged in support of such a 
deasad have not, however, been such as would have any weight 
with the Colonial-office authorities, or with Parliament, and the 
grievances complained of have been mainly municipal matters. 
The wish for a small steamer to put down petty piracy in the 
neighbourhood is one that, judging from our experience of the 
colonial steamers, is not likely, even if gratified, to effect the de- 
sired object ; certainly, the presence of the steam launch Mata 
Mata in our harbour has not acted as a check upon this descrip- 
tion of crime. 

A meeting was being held the day the mail left, under the 
presidency of Mr. W. H. Read, to discuss the present position of 
the colony. The whole of the leading residents in the colony 
were present. 

We are informed that the Right Reverend Dr. Chambers, the 
Lord ae of the Diocese, is looked for hourly from Labuan, 
where he has been holding his first visitation. His Lordship’s 
stay in the Straits on this occasion will be a brief one, but before 
hia return to Sarawak confirmations will be held at Singapore and 
Penang, if not also at Malacca.

THE advice we lately tendered—in view of the share panio 
at Shanghai—to bank managers and heads of mercantile 
firms in China to strictly prohibit any speculative dealings 
in shares on the part of their employés is, by a singular coin- 
cidence, repeated in almost the same words in the North 
China Herald received by this mail. In fact, so closely do 
the obeervations we made resemble those of our contempo- 
rary that we are constrained to assure our readers that they 
were not founded upon a special telegram received from the 
editor of the Herald. We may here repeat our warning 
against the evil of permitting subordinates entering into avy 
such transactions. 





We learn by telegram from Washington that the Senate 
have amended the Tariff Bill as sent up from the House of 
Representatives in such a way as to rescind the duties on 
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Tea and Coffee. The Senate has hitherto been opposed to 
this course, and some influence, of the nature of which we 
are not yet aware, must have been at work to induce the 


members to alter their determination. 





JAPANESE STUDENTS IN AMERICA. 

The pevsrpoae aa Ledger says that the Japanese students at the 
United States Naval Academy at Annapolis, Maryland, have been the 
subject of a recent report from Commodore John L. Worden, the su- 
perintendent of that institution, to the Secretary of the Navy. There 
are at present two Japanese students at Annapolis, Zun Zow Matz- 
mulla, who entered in December, 1869, and Koroka Katz, who 
was admitted in June, 1871. The average standing of these 
young men is fair, and their conduct is excellent, and they do 
not interfere in any way with the discipline of the Academy. A 
third Japanese, Ise Sataro, was admitted to the Naval Academy 
in December, 1869, but in consequence of his imperfect know- 
ledge of the English language he has recently left the institution 
for a private school, for the purpose of better fitting himself for the 
course. Matzmulla, during hia second academic year, in a class of 
forty-five members, stood number eight in mathematica, eleven in 
chemistry, fifteen in French, forty-one in seamanship, thirty-three in 
geography, and twenty-six in the respective branches of drawing, his- 
tory, and rhetoric. Koroka Katz, during the last three months, in a 
class of eighty nine members, stood number forty-one in mathematics, 
thirty-eight in seamanship, fifty-nine in grammar, and fifty-onein the 
respective branches of French and history. All charges for these atu- 
dents are paid by the Japanese Government, and they consequently 
add nothing to the expense of the Academy. The Japanese cadet- 
midshipmen are subject to the same rules and routine of duty as the 
other students, and they attend morning prayers and divine worship, 
exhibiting intercst in the services, and paying respectful attention to 
religious instruction. 


A Far-FeTCHED ComMPARISON.—The Pall Mall Gazette attempts to 
draw a parallel between the conduct of the American Government 
with reference to the ‘' Alabama Claims” and that of some British 
and American tradera in Japan by quoting an anecdote mentioned by 
Professor Leone Levi in his “ History of British Commerce.’’ The 
Professor says :—Since, by the British Treaty with Japan of August 
26, 1858, and by one precisely similar concluded between the United 
States and Japan, the Japanese Government bound themselves for one 
year to give Japanese coin in exchange for British or American, 
weight for weight, and they became bound to supply ichibus against 
dollars, it became a practice for the foreign merchants to take 100 
dollars to the Custom-house, and to obtain for them token coins, 
weight for weight—namely, 311 ichibue. But with this money the 
foreign merchants could go to the market and obtain gold kobang, 
worth two to three times the intrinsic value of his dollare. He had, 
in fact, only to send kobang to Shanghai and have them converted 
into dollars to recommence the operation. The British and American 
traders took advantage of this opportunity and made demands on the 
Treasury for fabulous sums of Japanese silver coin in the names of 
fictitious persona, till the kobangs actually came to an end. One 
applicant to the Customs alone required ichibus for one sextillion, 
two hundred yuintillions, six hundred and sixty-six quadrillions, 
seven hundred and seventy-seven trillions, eight hundred and eighty- 
eight billions, nine hundred and ninety-nine millions, two hundred 
and twenty-two thousand, three hundred and twenty-one. 


Farmine 1t Japan.—We hear from Chicago, United States, that 
the agent of Mr. Capron has now completed his stock of animals, &c., 
for Japan, and they would be despatched via San Francisco. They 
consist cf four horses, four head of cattle, four hos, and a number of 
sheep not defined. One of the horses, a large black stallion, six years 
of age, bas trotted a mile in two minutes and thirty-nine seconds; 
there is another stallion of the Manibrino breed, and the remaining 
two are intended for harnesg. The oxen are Durhams, the sheep Lin- 
colns, and the pigs Scotch and Suffolk. Mr. Capron and his staff left 
some months since, under engagement to the Japanese Government, 
and it is presumed will have a farm ready fur this stock. 


Lieutenant A. VU. de B. Nepean, R.M.I.1., has been ordered to hold 
himeelf in readiness to proceed for service with the battalion of Royal 
Marines in Japan. 


Foreign Intelligence 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
’ Hambora, March 19. 

“The cry is still they come!” J had hoped that the subject of new 
joint-stock undertakiugs was exhausted, but the mania appears to be 
still as rabid vs ever. Though the greater part of these mushrooms 
spring up over night in all parts of Germany—Berlin is the chief hot- 
bed for producing then—yet I have to record some fresh ones to-day 
at Hamburg, one of which is the ** Brokers’ Union Bank for Funds and 
Merchandise,” with a capital of three million thalers. It is fouuded 
for the avowed object of facilitating the sale and obtaining advances on 
the deposit of funds, shares, bonds, goods, and other marketable secu- 
rities. At the gencral meeting of shareholders held here last week the 
bank was declared duly “ constituted,” and the following gentlemen 
were elected Members of the Council of Administration :—Mosers. W. 
Probst, of the Hamburg Branch of the Deutsche Bank; Jultus 
Horwitz, of the Waaren Credit Anstalt; Consul Ed. Frege, of the firm 
ef Frege and Co.; Leopold Jacoby, of the firm of L. Jacoby and Co. i 
August Herz ; Alexander Schnars, of the firm of Brock and Schnars ; 
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J. C. Warnecke, of the firm of Conrad Warnecke and Co, ; and Berthold 


Cohnheim, of the firm of H. Cohnheim and Sons. 

Then there is a new ‘* Hanseatic Building Company,” with a power- 
ful capital of fifteen million thalers, for the purpose of building houses, 
villas, and warehouses; cutting through and making new streets, and 
anything else thet may turn up in that line, for which there is an 
almost unlimited sphere of action among the labyrinth of tortaous 
streets and lanes that escaped the great conflagration of 1842. Among 
the promoters of this scheme are the Norddeutsche Bank, the Inter- 
national Bank, the Money changers’ Bank, and the firm; of L. Behrens 
and Sons, and J. D. Mutzenbecher and Suns. The company has not 
as yet declared itself “ constituted.” 

And lastly—for tu-day at least—there is another new bank in process 
of concoction, to be called the ‘‘ United Brokers’ Bank,’ which will also 
prove a useful undertaking if well conducted hy gentlemen enjoying 
the confidence of the Exchange. I may add, however, that as a rule 
these new schemes are only lucrative to the original promoters, who 
issue the shares at a premium varying from five to ten or even fifteen 
per cent., pocket this promium, and then the shares fall to par. Of 
this system wo have had several striking instances here of late, to cite 
one of which will suffice fur them all. About ‘three months ago the 
Hamburg South American Steam Company was brought out here, as 
described in my letters at tho time, and the shares were offered to the 
public at par. There was such a wonderful thirst for these shares that 
the number subscribed was seventy-five times as many as were offered, 
and when the repartition was made only one share was allotted 
to those who had signed for 160 shares, and on the following 
day the shares commanded a premium of ten per cent. But now 
that the excitement is allayed, the premiums realised, and the public 
attention called to other new undertakings, the shares ‘of the company 
—which I believe to be a perfectly safe investment, being fonnded on 
the natural requirements of a large and annually increasing trade be- 
tween this port und South America, whilst the management is in the 
hands of wealthy and honourable firms above the breuth of suspicion— 
have fallen to par, and the same is the case with the new Transatlantic 
Steam Company, the shares of which may even be had at 90 per cent. 

Horr. G. A. Schon has been elected a member of the Council of 
Administration of the Anglo-German Bank of this city, vice Herr Simon 
Warburg, who has resigned to accept the appointment of Manager of 
the Provincial Discount Company of Humburg. 

Commander Klatt, of the Imperial Navy, has been appointed to the 
command of the naval station in the North Sea, but it is nnderstond to 
be only atemporary arrangement, andthat on the return of the German 
corvette Hertha, now on the China and Japan Station, the appointment 
will be definitely given to Captain Koehler, now in command of that 
ship. 

COMMERCIAL. 

There has been a considerable demand for Tea, and the following 
sales have been perfected :—For delivery on arrival, per J. H. Jessen, 
from Foochow, 1,454/4, 4,503/8, and 129/16 chests Congou, and 387/16 
chests Souchong; ex warehouse, 803/4 chests Congou, per Ino, 56/8 
chests Oolong, 44/8 chests Pekoe Congou, and 434/16 chests Gun- 
powder, per Sophie, and 108/4 chests Congou, per Lord of the Isles. 
At public sale 337/4 and 274/8 chests Congou, as well as 51/8 chests 
Souchong and 20/4 chests Pekoe, were all disposed of. There is no 
alteration in the prices, but the market is in a satisfactory condition. 
Of Rice two cargoes of Rangoon (17,500 bags) were sold to the millers, 
and two other cargocs (10,000 bags per Euterpe and 11,000 bags per 
Undine) were taken previous to arrival. Not much business has been 
done in cleaned grain, but the prices of all descriptions are firm. 
Cassia Lignea is eteady at last quotations. Pepper commands more 
attention, and is rather higher, Singapore having been done at 7 sch. 
beo., and 6$ sch. beo. paid for Penang. The only transaction in 
Spelter was 500 centners in loco, which realised 15 marks bco.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


RorrzenDAM, March 21. 

Two important pamphlets have been published, dealing with affairs 
in Sumatra. The little book, of which I spoke in my last, refers to 
some measures by which the old prosperity of the colony might be re- 
vived. The author states that while much damage has been done by 
the epidemic amongst the cattle, the main cause of the poverty of the 
native population is the low rate of wages. It is impossible, he says, 
for a family to cultivate more than nine piculs coffee a year, for which 
he receives f.78, whilst his wants for rice alone are f.96 during the year 
for a family of three members. Year after year this does occur, and 
general poverty is the natural result. The author urges that 
the cultivation of coffeo should be encouraged and increased; that 
the natives should be granted the right to dispose as they like of their 
own produce, and that the means of communication should be improved, 
by which the obstacles to the development of private industry would be 
removed. If the natives were thus freed, the author calculates that they 
woald be able to make an annual income each by coffee planting of 
f.156, out of which he would have to pay a duty of only f.24. In this 
case the State would gain about f.400,000 more that its actual revenue 
from the coffee culture. The author further urges the necessity of pro- 
moting immigration and the construction of railways. The other pam- 
phlet is written by Mr. A. P. Godon, a former resident of Mandelhing 
and Angikola, Sumatra, West Coast. It contains a strong and vigorous 
protest against military expeditions. His advice is not to rule matters, 
as now, by the sword, but by gentle and peaceable intervention, He is 
of oe that functionaries who do all they can to prevent the shedding 
of blood ought ta be more rewarded than thase who, in a pompous

The unfavourable news about the steamers of the Company Nederland 
has made a painful impression. Rumours are in circulation that this 
company will havo to raise a new loan in order to build more steamers. 

The King has appointed Mr. N. van Klaveren minister of the Pro- 
testant Church of Netherlands India.

There is but little activity to record jn our leading articles of Colonial 
produce. <A dull tone generally prevails in the market, and, with the 
exception of Tin, which has further advanced, prices are barcly sup- 
ported.

The 
brokers’ valuations are based on a price of 43 cents for good ordiuary 
Java. Sales have been closed of about 5,000 bags Java, ex Willem 
Kroonprins der Nederlanden, 700 bags ditto, ex Voorlichter, 2,000 
bags ditto, ex Medea. 

SoGar remains quiet, in anticipation of the Trading Company's 
public sale, taking place to-morrow, No transactions whatever are 
reported. 

Tza.—There is no alteration to report in the feature of the market. 
Our brokers havo issued Valuations of the 3,271/4, $,084/12 chests 
Congou, and 177/4 chests Soucshong, ex steamer Canton, from Foo- 
chow, via the Sucz Canal, to be put up by public auction on the 27th 
inst.; thoy run from 85c. to 135¢. 

SPrIces.—Some transactions have taken place at unaltered prices. 
Nutincgs have been in partial request at 195c. for No. 1, and 185c. for 
No. 2, but at these prices but little is to be met with. 314 casks Nut- 
megs of private importation, per Kaisow and Nonch IIJ., changed hands 
on secret terms.

Rricz.—The demani remains dull, and prices are but nominally sup- 
ported.

Tin.—An animated demand has manifested itself for this article 
since the announcement of the Trading Company’s spring sale. Banca 
has sold at from f.88 up to f.91 for usnal prompt, and from f.88 up to 
f.924 for delivery, cx the coming public sale, also at f.86 and f.86} for 
delivery, ex the autumn sale of this year. Billiton has changed hands 
or arrival at f.87§ to f.91. The spring sale on account of the Nether- 
ands Trading Company will he held here on the 11th proximo, and will 
comprise 52,800 slabs Banca, and 2,600 slabs Billiton stored in our dif- 
ferent ports.

CHINA MEDICAL REPORTS. 
We have received the Medical Reports for the half-year 
ended Sept. 30th, 1871, the second of the series, published 
by order of the Inspector-General of Customs, Shanghai. 
The following is a résumé of the facts most likely to be inte- 
resting to the non-professional reader :— 
PEKING. 

Dr. Dudgeon reports that the water is sweet, soft, and excee d- 
ingly pure. In respect of wells Peking is probably unsurpassed 
by any city in the world; and in drainage she was formerly per- 
fect, but many of the drains have been suffered to fall into ruins. 
Numerous public warm baths exist, the charge i one penny ; 
but the Chinese seldom use them, generally washing in q tea-qups 
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full of warm water, and drying themselves with a handkerchief. 
Such was the bath in which the greasy Yeh indulged on his way 
to Calcutta. The Pekingese are quiet and methodical, doing 
everything without the slightest exertion or fuss. The conclusion 
of Dr. Dudgeon’s Report has yet to appear. 


HANKOW. 
Dr. Reid reports the river Han as being very foul. The Euro- 
n population averages 110 adults. The death rate among them 
hes been for the last two vears less than 2 per cent. Dysentery 
appears annually with the rise of the temperature in May. The 
medicinal treatment of this disease is large doses of ipecacnanha— 
half a drachm at least—night and morning, with a previous full 
dose of landanum tp keep it down. 
KIUKIANG. 

Dr. Shearer reports some singular cases in connection with the 
habit of opium smoking. The daily consumption of the drug by 
habitual smokers ranges from half a drachm to three drachms 
daily. About one out of ten who applied to him to assist them in 
conquering the practice and the craving were cured. There were 
only two cases of small-pox, of which but one was fatal. 


SHANGHAI. 

Dr. Jamieson reports the Shanghai water as rather worse than that 
of the Thames, and says the river is liable to contamination on an 
alarming scale should any epidemic occur among the natives, or 
should any manure boats be capsized. So much the more pressing 
need for the projected water-works. According to the census of 
1870 there were 1,982 foreign residents in Shanghai. The death 
rate was 52:47 per thousand per annum ; but owing to the great 
proportion of violent deaths, the death-ratea among healthy adults 
was only 30°27 per thousand. 


FOOCHOW. 

Dr. Somerville reports a more than usually healthy season. 
Boils are, however, exceedingly prevalent in hot weather. Per- 
sons with blue eyes and fair complexions are especially liable to 
them. Worms are the great pest of forcign children at this port. 
The water of the River Min, freed from organic impurities by 
precipitation with alum, or by proper filtration, is quite whole- 
some. ‘There are no malarious influences to be dreaded, but it is 
necessary to guard against taking cold. 

TAKOW AND TAIWAN: FOO. 

Dr. Manson reports that it is seldom that rain falls in quantity 
for a continped period, but there is a supply of good water within 
easy access. The number of fureign residents was thirty ; their 
gencral health was good, and there were uo deaths. Over 1,200 
natives were treated at the haspital ; discases of the eye are Ma 
common among them, owing to continual showers of very fine san 
during the N.E. monsoon. Enlarged spleen, and chronic ulcers, 
are also frequent; and géitre is common among the inhabitants 
of the lower range of hills at the foot of the mountains. 


AMOY. 

Drs. Miller and Manson report that, for Europeans, as they are 
_now honsed, the climate cannot be considered unhealthy. The 
bountiful supply of rain had a beneficial effect on the public health. 
Fevers were the most prevalent, and the class of discase alluded 
to above the next. Leprosy is very common in Amoy. The native 
doctors acknowledge their powerlessness to cope with it. Drs. 
Mller and Manson have found treatment by iodide of potassium 
and the bichloride of mercury, combined with local stimulants, 

very efficaciqus, especially at the commencement. 


SWATOW. 

Dr. Scott reports that zymotic diseases were the most prevalent, 
forming almost three-fourths of the total number of cases. Of 
this class ague stands firat as to number. Next come those dis- 
orders which our own Contagious Diseases Act is intended to pre- 
vent, and Dr. Scott thinks that the co-operation of the Chinese 
Government might he golicited in favour of some such plan being 
carried out in China. Diarrhoea, dysentery, and boils are also 
ba frequent. Cholera was not epidemic among the Chinese. 
Only one case of small-pox occurred among foreignerg, which Dr. 
Seott cured, as he had cured many similar cases, by five-drop doses 
of carbolie acid every two hours, and tho external application of 
nitrate of silver. 


CANTON, 

Dr. Wang reports the health of the foreign community as good. 
Their pumber ig about 180; of these two died—one from being 
shot, and the other from drink. Nothing like an epidemic has 
occurred since 1858. Stone in the bladder is yery common among 
the natives in this province, although it is not met by the estab- 
lishment of mission hospitals, of which there are no less than six 
in other places—viz., at Amoy, Foochow, Shanghai, Ningpo, Han- 
kow, and Peking—which are of the greatest benefit to the sufferers.

MR. DE LONG ON LEAVE FROM JAPAN. 
The New York Herald bas the following skit on Mr. De Long, 
which exhibits the minister in anything but a comfortable state 
in Washington. It indicates very distinctly that he tried to make 
political capital out of the Japanese mission :~ 
The position of Mr, De Long, United States Minister to nt is an 
anomalaus and delicate one, and will require unusyal Ingenuity for his 
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successful extrication, He finds himself in Washington, on the seat of 
his own government, and many thousands of miles from that of the 
government to which he is accredited, without the colour or shadow of 
autiiority for being here, other than six weeks’ leave of absence obtained 
since his arrival from Secretary Fish, and, beyond all question, without 
the solicitation or even invitation of the high Embassy which he has 
assumed to have taken in his charge. From the day of landing in San 
Francisco to the day of arrival in Washington Mr. De Long has enjoyed 
a successiou of cleverly contrived ovations on the route and in the press 
as the inspirator of the sending forth of the Embassy and contriver of 
the arguments which sent it first to the United States. Minister De 
Long has become known to his fellow citizens of the Pacific coast as 
the virtual creator of their magnificent commercial future, and is sup- 
posed to have earned not only their undying gratitude, to find its pos- 
sible future expression in enduring monuments, but an immediate sub- 
stantial reward in their suffrages, in the direction and to the extent that 
will carry him to the jester’s stool of Senator Jim Nye. Little by little 
the facts have welled out, and have troubled with the roar of an al- 
mighty stream the ears of the present Senator from Nevada, who, though 
known to be somewhat indifferent to a continuance of Senator honours 
in a gencral way, has a particular aversion to even a suggestion that 
De Long, his former belted competitor, sball be his gsucca:sor. This is 
one source, and a great source, of danger toour Minister to Japan, and 
still yreater is the probability that in the incidental explanations which 
the Ambassadors may feel it incumbent to make to the State Depart- 
ment concerning the origin and significance of their mission the claims 
of De Long to the honour and glory and the profit in part of our new 
relations with Japan will melt like snow, and his aspirations for higher 
office at home or continuance at a foreign Court, whose dignity and in-: 
dependence have been clouded by the pretonsions set up in his behalf, 
at once be rendered impossible. Mr. De Long is under orders to return 
to his abandoned post at the expiration of the leave of absence he hag 
received ; and though such orders indicate that his absence is at least 
partly understood by Mr. Fish, it is not probable that the latter's in- 
formation or the Minister’s orders are as yet final and complete. 
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CHINESE EMIGRATION. 


(NEW YORK TIMES.) 

It is now almost two years since the experiment of introducing Chi- 
nese lubourers to compete with skilled white artisans was first attempted 
in the Eastern States, and though there is every reason to think that the 
trial has proved in many ways a success, it is nevertbeless true that the 
fears then entcrtained of an immense influx of Mongdlians, who were to 
fill al) branches of labour to the complete exclusion of their white rivals, 
have been found to be wholly groundless. Companies were formed for 
their importation, agents were sent from north, south, and east to urge 
them to come, but yet, with the exception of a few straggling bands in 
Mississippi, and an odd dozen or so individual members of the race in 
our jmmediate neighbourhood, nothing has come of it. The Chinese 
question has ceased to be a subject of debate in the meetings of work- 
ing men’s unions, and the vague alarm which it created in tho minds of 
macy seems wholly to have departed. 

To those acquainted with the national traits of character of the 
Chinese, nothing could appear more causeless than this universal fear of 
Fan invasion,” which rose and vanished sv suddenly. Never wus there 
a race of men to whom the attractions of homo are so strong. Those 
who have left China during the past twenty years havo, with few ex- 
ceptions, been enslaved and taken away by force, or compelled to leave 
in order to obtain the bare necessities of life, The relizion of the 
Chinaman makes it necess.ry for his future welfare that his body should 
be in his native soil; and every social tradition conspires to render a 
life spent away from the Celestial Empire a source of ignominy both to 
the emigrant and to his relations. Under such circumstances, the offers 
held out to them by Eastern capitalists can hardly prove sufficient in- 
ducements for any large numbers of them to undertake so long and. 
uncertain a journey. 

In order to give full force to this statement, it is neccessary to say a 
word or two concerning the condition of the State of California, which 
has been held up, very unjustly, as a proof of how easily the Chincse 
might be induced to leave their own country. Few seem to consider 
that at the time the Chinese immigration began, Culifornia, and the en- 
tire Pacific coast as well, offered inducements to men from all over the 
world, such as in all probability wil never ayain be held out in any 
part of this country. Wages were exorbitantly high, and the resu'ts of 
mining, though comparatively small, from the careless manner in which 
it was then conducted, were of sufficient magnitude to attra: t t':e cupidity 
even of the Chinese. The voyage was easily made, and the success of 
those who first ventured was su great as to induce the sub-equent emigra- 
tion. Since that time, the means of intereommunication have been 
greatly increased ; steamers have been running monthly, and at times 
fortnightly, between San Francisco and Hong Kong, and though the 
amourt of merchandise imported and exported has been more than 
doubled in the four years that they have been running, there has been 
little or no increase in the number of emigrants, It is not difficult to 
discover the reason for this; the rate paid for labour has declined, and 
us Eastern competition becomes more and more felt, it will decline yet 
further; so that the Chinaman, whose object in emisrating is not to 
found a new hone, but to make a fortune, so that he may live at ease in 
his native land, will be less inclined than ever to quit his ancestral roof. 

We do not think that we are over-estimating the importance of the 
advantages once held out to these people, and which are now slowly 
declining, when we say that at the present day, if it were not for -the 
colony of seventy or eighty thousand of them now in California, there 
would bo no emigration ut all; and that ten years hence, unless some 
tremendous political change takes place in China, we doubt whether 
ten thousand of them will bo found in this country.

JAPAN.—THE NEW TREATY WITH RUSSIA, &c. 

THE movements in connection with Japan continue to en- 
gage attention and increase in importance, From Berlin a 
telegram states that “the new Russo-Japanese Treaty pro- 
“vides that in the event of a difference between one of the 
“two contracting Powers and a third State, the other con- 
“ tracting Power shall mediate, and if this intercession proves 
“useless, close its harbours against the ships of the State 
“attacking its ally.” This is a very important concession 
gained by the wily Russian diplomatist. It does not take a 
wizard to see which of the Powers will be the most likely to 
reap an enormous advantage in time of war—say, for example, 
a war between England and Russia, and all the Japanese ports 
closed against our ships! All we can say at present is, that 
we do not believe that such a clause in the treaty exists. If 
it does, we must simply get the same allowed to us under the 
favoured nation clause when the negotiations for our new 
treaty are taken in hand. But, in the meantime, our Fo- 
reign-Office should at once energetically protest against it, 
and by this means the ratification of it will, perhaps, be 
stopped. Prevention will assuredly be better than cure. A 
telegram from Paris announces that the French military in- 
structors we lately noticed proceed by next French Mail 
from Marseilles to Yokohama. The next thing to notice is 
the reception of the Japanese Mission by the President of 
the United States at Washington, than which nothing could 
be more satisfactory. We trust that our Government will be 
prepared to do them similar honours. Our American cou- 
sins are evidently bidding for popularity and influence in 
Japan, and we are glad to see it, as it acts as a useful spur to 
our more undemonstrative and lethargic officials. Without 
the lead of American enterprise we should not have had a 
clipper ship afloat nor the telegraph across the Atlantic ; but, 
once roused to action, we can hold our own in anything ap- 
pertaining to trade, progress, or improvement. We may 
remark that the comments in the New York papers on the 
United States Minister, Mr. De Long, are not at all com- 
plimentary. 


THE INSURRECTION IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

By the last mail we have received full accounts of the 
military rising in the Philippines, which was of more serious 
import than the telegrams announced. According to our 
advices from Madrid, the conspiracy was really intended to 
effect a complete deliverance of the Isles from the yoke of 
Spain. It is not remarkable that such should be the case. 
It is felt by a'l the inhabitants, both civil and military, that 
the Government of Spain is simply despotic and intolerable. 
The Government at Madrid has no real care for their interests, 
being too much engaged with internal troubles at home and 
in the nearer colony of Cuba, where the struggle still rages for 
independence of the Spanish Crown. They simply regard 
these Philippine p-ssessions “as a lemon to be squeezed 
dry” for their own exclusive benefit. It is impossible for the 
Spaniards to send forth troops to cope with these outbreaks 
in Manila and the neighbouring provinces, which are certain 
to occur again, and the ultimate success of which is simply a 
matter of time. It is needless to disguise the wish that 
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“ the sooner the better.” The magnificent resources of these 
islands have too long suffered ; what has been done in the 
way of developing them has been done by Anglo-Saxons, who 
have been thwarted in every possible manner by the short- 
sighted and slothful ideas of the Spanish Government. As 
to their future government it is hopeless to induce our 
Government, or that of America, to accept the responsi- 
bility, and no other would be of benefit for carrying 
out the changes necessary for a proper development 
of its rich and beautiful productions. It will, therefore, be 
for the best interests of the inhabitants to establish their in- 
dependence under a Republican form of government, availing 
themselves of some of the Anglo-Saxon blood now to be 
found amongst them. The local Government will act wisely 
not to oppose a peaceful revolution. That the separation 
will be brought about is inevitable. The power of Spain to 
govern far-off colonies is irretrievably gone for ever. We 
cannot, however, dismiss the subject without paying our tri- 
bute of respect to the gallant Governor and Captain-General. 
His manifesto, which we published in the last number of the 
London and China Telegraph, is worthy of any blood or na- 
tionality. He did his duty in putting down the rebellion, but 
he now finds that the spirit which moved it is hydra-headed. 


CHINESE EMIGRATION TO THE UNITED STATES. 

THe New York Times now admits that the attempt at 
introducing Chinese labourers into the cotton fields of the 
Southern States, or the domestic and manufacturing industry 
of the North, is a complete failure. Our readers who have 
any knowledge of the manner in which the Chinese Emigra- 
tion to Cuba has been conducted will—like ourselves—not 
be in the least astonished. When our London papers were 
echoing the flaming accounts of the American papers we 
ventured to say that the calculations and expectations were 
all doomed to disappointment. Mr. Koopmanscuapp, of 
San Francisco, might make any number of contracts to 
supply Chinese labourers, but we were quite certain that he 
was “counting on his chickens,” &c. No; the unfortunate 
emigrants have suffered too much violence and injustice at 
the hands of Americans in California to induce them to go 
any further into their country. The Alpha and Omega of a 
Chinaman’s thought is to “return to his native land.” How 
such promises have been made and kept by foreign specula- 
tors and native Coolie-brokers we all know. Still, the excite- 
ment and demonstration made on the subject has, no doubt, 
served the purpose of masters in the States, who have made 
the most of it to scare their men into better discipline, and to 
shut their mouths against further demands for higher wages. 
No one knows so well as an American how to take a “ rise ” out 
ofa thing. Their ingenuity and cuteness iujthis respect is not 
to be matched by any country in the world. The Chinese 
are shrewd and wily, but the Americans are too cute and 
smart even for them. ‘The article to which we have alluded 
will be found in another column. 


THE AUDIENCE QUESTION. 

Durine the Parliamentary recess this question was fully 
discussed by the leading public journals ; and all agreed that 
it should be settled at the earliest opportunity. In view of 
the approaching nuptials of the youthful Emperor of Cura, 
the occasion is opportune for the representatives of the Treaty 
Powers at Peking to broach the subject to the Government, 
and ascertain the probability of the right of audience being 
conceded to them. As the exact day when the august cere- 
mony is to take place has not yet transpired, it is just pos- 
sible that any definite answer to the inquiries of the foreign 
envoys may be put off to the last moment. Meanwhile, the 
newly appointed French Minister, M. Dz Georrroy, proceeds 
to Peking, armed with instructions not to send the reply of 
the French President on the Tientsin tragedy to the Empr- 
ror through any subordinate channel, but to deliver it only 
at a solemn audience of his Masesty. If this be granted 
without any demur, then the question will be settled, as 
under the favoured nation clause of the Treaty of Tientsin 
the other Powers are entitled to claim the same privileges 
and rights bestowed upon any separate nationality. Should 
it be refused, then it will be the duty of the foreign repre- 
sentatives to take united diplomatic action in urging on 
the contumacious Chinese Government the policy of ac- 
cording the right of audience to foreign Ministers, to 
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avoid further political complications. In advocating this 
right, the British Plenipotentiary has only to cite Art. 
IIT. of the Treaty of Tientsin, as follows :—“ His Majesty 
“ the Emperor of Curva hereby agrees that the Ambassador, 
‘‘ Minister or other Diplomatic Agent, so appointed by Her 
“* Majesty the Queen of Great Britain, may reside, with his 
“ family and establishment, permanently at the capital, or 
“ may visit it occasionally at the option of the British Go- 
“ vernment. He shall not be called upon to perform any 
“‘ ceremony derogatory to him as representing the Sovereign 
“ of an independent nation on a footing of equality with that 
“of China. On the other hand, he shall use the furms of 
‘ ceremony and respect to his Majesty the EMPEROR as em- 
“ ployed by the Ambassadors, Ministers, or Diplomatic 
“ Agents of Her Masesty towards the Sovereigns of inde- 
“ pendent and equal European nations.” Although the word 
“ audience” does not ocour in this article, yet it is clearly 
implied. It would be satisfactory, however, to learn what 
interpretation Earl GRANVILLE puts upon this clause, and 
whether any negotiations with foreign Governments have 
been entered into on the question. This might be elicited 
by any member of either House of Parliament asking for in- 
formation on this head in the usual manner. 


Mr. Rospert Grant Watson has been appointed Secretary 
to Her Majesty’s Legation in Japan, in succession to Mr. 
ApaMs, promoted to Berliu. Mr. Watson served for six 
years with the army in India, but, having quitted the mili- 
tary service, was appointed an Attache to the Embassy at 
Constantinople in 1859. In 1865, having been in the mean- 
time promoted to the rank of Second Secretary, he was ap- 
pointed a Captain in Her Majesty’s Staff Corps, but resigned 
the commission upon being nominated to the post of Second 
Secretary at Constantinople. This appointment was, how- 
ever cancelled, and Mr. WaTson was employed on home ser- 
vice at the Foreign-Office until 1867, when he was transferred 
to the Diplomatio Staff at Rio de Janeiro. From this place 
he was once more appointed to Constantinople, but in 1870 
was removed to Athens, where he was promoted to be Secre- 
tary of Legation, and for some time acted as Chargé d’A ffaires. 
His services in Greece have extended to the date of his pre- 
sent appointment. 


SomME interesting details about the friendly alliance which 
has just been concluded between China and Japan reach us 
from St. Petersburg. The two States have treated each 
other on a footing of perfect equality, and the material pre- 
ponderance of China is only perceivable in Art. VI. of the 
treaty, which stipulates that the Japanese Government shall 
make its official communications to China either in the Chi- 
nese language or accompanied by a Chinese translation. The 
treaty was concluded in the middle of November last. The 
treaty does not possess the character of an offensive and 
defensive alliance ; the two Powers only pledge themselves 
that neither shall give any assistance to Europeans in a war 
against the other Power. 


THE mania for the formation of new companies in Ger- 
many is now as mad as the career of those institutions in 
London in 1865-66. Our Hamburg correspondent points 
out in his letter—which will be found in another column— 
that Hamburg is now running a race against Berlin. He 
reports the formation of the “ Hanseatic Building Company,” 
“ United Brokers’ Bank,” the “ Brokers’ Bank for Funds 
and Merchandise,” of which Mr. Wma. Prosst, late of China, 
is a Director. 


WE understand that the directors of the P. and O. Co. have 
contracted with Messrs. Denny and Co. (Dumbarton) for 
three more steamers of about 3,000 tons. They are also 
negotiating for the purchase of a steamer now on the stocks, 
of similar dimensions. These four vessels are specially in- 
tended for a direct service to China, via the Suez Canal 
The four steamers now building on the Clyde for the com. 
pany are in a forward state. The arrangements with the 
Italian Government for the Adriatic service are not yet 
finally completed. 





Mr. B. G. Norrsrorr, of Connecticut, U.S., an Ame- 
vican Educational Commissioner, who is now on a visit to 
this country, is about to proceed to Japan, at the invitation 
of the Japanese Government, to assist in the establishment 
of a system of popular education in the Empire.

Monetary and Commercial.

The Directors of the Suez Canal Company have decided on 
increasing the rates charged on vessels passing the Canal, From 
the lst July the rate will be ten francs on the gross register of 
every vessel. The difference will he of considerable importance 
to steamship owners, as many steamers now pass the Canal with 
only half cargoes. The effect will be to necessitate a higher scale 
of freight, and thus throw the cargo into the hands of sailing- 
ship owners, whose day, it is clear, is not yet over. The following 
is the official notification :— 

Ist. From the Ist July, 1872, the Universal Suez Canal Company 
will collect a special navigation duty of ten francs per ton on the real 
capacity of ships. 

2nd. The gross tonnage recorded on the papers of ships measured 


by the English system actually in use will serve as basis for this 
collection. 

3rd. The ships of all nations whose papers do not show the tonnage 
established by the above method, will be regulated according to tho 
most recent system adopted by the International Lower Danube. Com- 
mission, rectified and completed if needful. 

4th. The ships which have no papers, or incomplete ones, will be 
measured by the Company’s agents, according to the system in use in 
England for measuring laden ships. 

5th. All spaces covered immovably or provisionally, not included in 
the official tonnage of the ship, will be measured by the Company’s 
agents, according to the rnle actually used in England. The obtained 
tonnage will be subject to the tax. 

6th. Government vessels will be treated according to the rules appli- 
cable to merchant vessels for the collection of the Company;s dues. 

In adopting as basis for the collection of its dues the tonnage resulting 
from measurements according to the above-mentioned method, the Suez 
Canal Company does not renounce for the future to apply such a new 
rule of measurement as would offer more precision than the actual 
method in use. 


The negotiations regarding the Inward Steam Bill of Lading 
have not yet been brought to a conclusion ; there are points of 
difference between the merchants and steamship owners which 
prevent the settlement of the form to be adopted. The Commit- 
tee of Underwriters appointed to consider the clauses in the Out- 
ward Bill of Lading which affect their interests has not yet come 
to any decision as to altering their policy forms. 

The proposed duty of 4 per cent. on raw silk imported into 
France will shortly come into operation. The effect of this new 


impost will probably be to throw more business into the Lon- 
don market, but it is too small to have any appreciable effect on 
the manufacturers. 

The annual meeting of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, 
and China will be held on the 17th April. 

The annual meeting of the Oriental Bank Corporation is called 
for the 18th April. A special meeting will also be held on the 
same day “to consider an application for an extension of the 
present charters of incorporation.”
